So marked was his reluctance 
to give material testimony that he 
•was finally ruled a "hostile" witness in 
order to permit the state to proceed 
•with its questioning under rules of 
cross examination rather 
than 
the 


more defined process of 
direct ex- 


amination. 


The state had called Semnacher as 


their 'ace", witness, depending upon 
the stories he had previously told them 
to establish the basis of their murder 
charge against the famous film com- 
edian.
